Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country 
or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application 
for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schroth et al. 
(US Patent No. 4,608,115). 

Schroth discloses an apparatus with a carrier body having a discrete part engaging 
outer surface, the outer surface including a generally convex surface and a generally convex 
recessed portion spaced inwardly. (See Figures 3A, 5, and 6.) The surface is adapted and 
configured to engage a discrete part having a thickness. The recessed portion having a 
bottom surface adapted and configured to engage the discrete part and further comprising 
at least one aperture (74) in the outer surface and extending through the carrier body for 
communication with a vacuum source. The carrier body is rotatable about an axis normal to 
the convex surface.
